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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Prior Art 
Figure 10 in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,627,651 to Grimbly. 

Prior Art Figure 10 discloses a portable door lock comprising: a stop member (6) having 
a slot (622) defined therethrough and a rod (63) movably engaged with the slot, the stop member 
having a flat side which is adapted to contact an inside of a door; a connection plate (7) having a 
hole (711) defined through a first end thereof and a tongue (712) split from the hole so as to be 
adapted to insert in a recess in a door jamb; at least one engaging hole (721) defined through the 
connection plate close to a second end of the connection plate. 

As concerns claim 2, wherein the slot includes two serrated (623) insides and the rod 
includes two grooves (631) defined in an outer periphery thereof, the serrated insides of the slot 
engaged with one of the two grooves and an inner periphery of the at least one engaging hole 
engaged with the other groove (figure 10). 

Prior Art figure 10 does not disclose two positioning holes defined through the first end 
of the connection plate and two bolts extending through the two positioning holes and adapted to 
be fixed to the door jamb. 
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Grimbly '651 teaches disclose two positioning holes (38) defined through a first end of a 
connection plate and two bolts (40) extending through the two positioning holes and adapted to 
be fixed to a door jamb. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, to modify the plate of 
Prior Art figure 10 with two positioning holes, as taught by Grimbly '651, in order to provide 
improved connection means for connecting the connection plate to the door jamb. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior Art Figure 10 
does not teach or disclose the connection plate composed of a first part and a second part, a 
protrusion extending from a back side of the first part and a passage defined through the 
protrusion, the second part having two lugs extending from an end of the second part, each lug 
having a through hole and the protrusion located between the two lugs and a pin extending 
through the two lugs and the passage in the protrusion as claimed in detail.
